s e l l were jointly indicted for designedly, feloniously, 


maliciously, and w ickedly, sotting fire to, and burning, 


the dwelling house o f Joshua Benson, situated in South 


Street Place, on Haskins’s wharf, at, or about, tw elve 


o ’clock, on the night of October 2 2 ,1 8 3 5 . 
Mr Benson 


was not him self an occupant of the house, but it was 


inhabited by nineteen or twenty Irish families, consist­ 


ing o f one hu n dred, or one hundred a n d tw e n ty p e r ­ 


s o n s —w en , w om en, and children. 
T he house was 


built o f w ood— very large, and of a quadrangular form, 


with a court-yard between the two wings in the rear. 


T he fire was first discovered in a cellar, near the cor­ 


ner, on tiie south side of the building. 


Upon the motion of R u ssell's counsel, the Court 


granted separate trials to the prisoners, and on Tuesday 


morning, Doc. 15, C rockett’s trial com m enced, and 


continued until Thursday evening. 


W hen the Jury were impannelled, M r P a r k e r open­ 


ed the case for the Com m onwealth, by explaining the 


seven counts in the indictment, which variously alleged 


the ownership of the building burnt— severally describ­ 


ing it to be the dwelling-house of Mr Benson, or of 


certain of his tenants, or o f the mortgagees, or of Mr 


Benson and the mortgagees jointly. 
After reading the 


law , defining the crime o f arson, and the statute of 


1804, prescribing the punishment o f death for setting 


fire to a dwelling-house, in the night tim e, there being 


persons lawfully within such dw elling-house, at the 


tim e, Mr Parker entered into a general stutement o f the 


evidenco to bo introduced to sustain ths indictm ent.— 


T he first witness called w as— 


Josh ua B e n so n — owner o f the building— the en­ 
trance to the cellar was by steps outside, and there
